NICKEL IN THE SLOT, 


The progress of labor saving de- 
vices continues. An automatic ar- 
rangement now lets persons through 
the turnstile at Scollay Square, Bos- 
ton, as soon as they drop a nickel in 
the slot.

The post offices in Quincy are now 
branch offices of Boston, the consoli- 
dation going into effect July 1st. 

While the change is an important 
one, it will make no difference to the 
patrons of the office for they will 
enjoy the same facilities as they have. 
Changes will, however, be made in 
the near future that will increase the 
service at the Quincy office. 

This change is the putting of a 
night clerk on duty at the Quincy 
office, a late night collection of the 
boxes, and a late mail from Boston. 
This clerk will go on duty at 9 or 
10 o'clock in the evening, and remain 
on duty all night, although the office 
will be closed to the general public 
as now. 

The carrier who makes the late 
collection from the boxes will start 
on his rounds in the vicinity of 9 
o'clock, and will get back to the 
office in time for the mail to be dis- 
patched to Boston on the last in- 
ward train at 11.15. 

A mail from Boston will arrive on 
the last train at 1149 P. M. This 
mail will be sorted during the night 
by the night clerk. It will go into 
effect at an early date. 

Up to the consolidation, the offices 
at Wollaston, Atlantic, Braintree and 
South Quincy were branches of the 
Quincy office, under the jurisdiction of 
Postmaster Charles L. Hammond. 
Now they are branch offices of Bos- 
ton. The Quincy office remains in 
charge of Mr. Hammond, but his title 
changes to that of superintendent, and 
John H. McDougall who was the as- 
sistant postmaster becomes assistant 
superintendent. 

At the Wollaston office, Martin F. 
| Burns has practically been the super- 
j intendent and he retains that title. 

At Atlantic, Miss Nellie L. Gerry 
becomes the chief clerk in charge. 

At Braintree, M. A. Minchin be- 
|comes the chief clerk in charge, and 
lat South Braintree W. A. Torrey.

TRAVELING CRANE SATISFACTORY 


As a rule the travelling crane at 
the new freight yard at South Quincy, 
is giving general satisfaction, al- 
though things will run smoother as 
the employes get more accustomed to 
the handling of the machine. As a 
rule seven cars are on the switch and 
stone is placed on either of these cars 
at will. 

There has been some complaint on 
the part of teamsters, but this seems 
to have been the fault of the manu- 
facturers who shipped the stone. 

Instead of loading a team with all 
the pieces going to one destination, 
some of the manufacturers will load 
parts of several different monuments 
onto one team, each stone having a 
different destination. The result is, 
that when a team arrives at the der- 
rick, instead of unloading quickly, 
the blocks have to be sorted out and 
placed on different cars according to 
their destination.

The new trolley trip folders issued

SUNBURN AND IVY POISON, 


For sunburn anoint blistered arms 
and neck with carron oil, applying it 
frequently until the inflammation dis- 
appears. This is merely equal parts 
of linseed oil and limewater obtaina- 
able at any apothecary shop. Care 
should be taken lest the clothing ab- 
sorb the oil, for it is very difficult to 
remove it, once it has dried in linen 
or other fabrics. For ivy poison use 
tincture grindelia (Grindelia robusta,) 
also obtainable anywhere. Bathe the 
affected parts in hot water, avoiding 
the use of soap, then dry them with- 
out rubbing, and apply the tincture 
frequently until the tiny blisters are 
dried up. Soap helps to spread the 
poison. Hot water relieves the itch- 
ing and also prevents excessive 
sloughing.—Healthy Home.

THE NIGHT BEFORE. 


The night before the Fourth in 
Quincy while noisy was a_ peaceful 
one. Unusual precaution had been 
taken by Chief Burrell of the Police 
department and Chief Williams of 
the Fire department, and things 
were kept well in hand. The lid was 
wide open and there were crowds on 
the street all night. They made all 
the noise that they wanted to, but 
there was an absence of that vicious- 
ness that has characterized some 
“nights before.” There was but one 
bell alarm of fire during the night, 
and the department was called out 
but few times on still alarms. 

The bell alarm came from Box 63 
at 3.15 and was for a fire in an unoc- 
cupied blacksmith shop on Hancock 
street, Atlantic. The fire started 
from the inside and was evidently 
set. Combination No. 1 went out ona 
still alarm for a slight fire on Water 
street, and the Atlantic Combination 
went out twice on still alarms.

near houses. He also sent a wagon 
with hose to Germantown. 

Bonfires were lighted all over the 
city, and at midnight look in any 
direction and the sky was illuminated 
The first big fire was lighted at 10.30. 
This was on Cranch Hill and it made 
a bright illumination, At 11 o'clock 
Mayor Shea applied the torch to the 
big pile of material on top of the hill 
back of the West Quincy depot, and 
then hastened to Atlantic in his auto- 
mobile to light the fire there. 

At midnight fires were lighted on 
Woodward avenue, Atlantic, South 
Quiney and at Quincy Point. 

The police kept close watch on the 
fire alarm boxes and saw to it that 
there were no false alarms. The 
police and fire service arrangements 
the “night before” were the best ever, 
for while young America had about 
all the liberty he desired the police 
saw to it that he was kept within 
proper bounds, and thére was 
wanton destruction of property.

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GRADE CROSSING HEARING. 


The adjourned hearing on the sepa- 
ration of the grades at the railroad 
crossings at Saville and Water streets 
was held in the Council chamber at 
City Hall at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
before the special commission ap- 
pointed by the superior court. 

Althongh the air was hot and stuf- 
fy in the Council chamber there was 
quite a large attendance including 
several ladies.

Mr. McAnarney offered a_ profile 
plan of the railroad through Quincy, 
showing the present grade of rail- 
road, also the proposed grade line 
under the city plan for abolition. 
The track depression now at Water 
street was three sand eight-tenths 
feet.

Engineer Breed, the city expert, 
said Saville and Water streets were 
entirely separate.

Realizing that the boy was serious- 
ly injured he telephoned for physi- 
cians. Doctors Drew and Bruce were 
soon on hand but the boy was beyond 
their aid. The gun had exploded and 
a piece of the metal had penetrated 
his side cutting a large blood vessel 
of the lung. 

A particularly sad incident connect- 
ed with the accident was the fact that 
the father had been called to Spring- 
field that morning by the serious ill- 
ness of his mother who was in a dy- 
ing condition. 

The Bean boy graduated from the 
Quincy school last month. He was a 
particularly bright boy and a general 
favorite and his untimely death cast 
a shadow of gloom over the festivi- 
ties of the day.

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NEW NEPONSET BRIDGE. 


A matter of importance to the 
City of Quincy is the proposition to 
build a new bridge over the Nepon- 
set river. When the bill for such a 
bridge was before the legislature 
last winter the sentiment in Quincy 
was not very favorable to it. 

First, it was looked upon as a land 
scheme, and then again, the bill as 
drawn put a good share of the bur- 
den of the cost on this city. Fortu- 
nately, the bill did not pass, but the 
desirability of such a bridge was re- 
ferred to the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission who are to consider it and 
report to the next session of the 
General Court. 

It is with this that the 
Metropolitan Park Commission have 
given notice of a public hearing to 
be held Wednesday, July 15, on the | 
matter, 

Notice of this hearing has been ad- 
vertised and an official notice was 
forwarded to the City Council at its 
meeting last Monday, and referred to 
the Committee on Legislative Matters. 

That the hearing may not go by 
default as far as Quiney is con- 
cerned, Mayor Shea has sent invita- 
tions to the Board of Trade, Citizens’ 
Association, Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association and Central Labor Union 
asking them to send delegates for a 
conference to be held in regard to 
the matter next Tuesday evening. 

The Mayor believes that if it is de- 
cided to build such a bridge that the 
expense should be spread over a 
large territory so that those who are 
to be benefited may pay their pro- 
portionate part of the expense. 

The Mayor sites the matter of the 
bridge at Wellington from which the 
City of Quincy receives no benefit 
whatever, yet is obliged to pay its 
proportionate part of the cost, for the 
reason that the total expense is 
charged up to the Metropolitan dis- 
trict. 

If such a bridge as that can be 
apportioned over the whole Metro- 
politan district there is no reason 
why the proposed Neponset bridge 
should not be paid for by the cities 
and towns of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, as it will be a part of the Metro- 
politan park system.

NEW NEPONSET BRIDGE. 


Quincy made an emphatic objection 
at the hearing before the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners on Wednesday 
on the proposition to build a new 
bridge over the Neponset river. 
Representatives of the city claimed 
that the bridge was narrow on the 
Boston end and that if the City of 
Boston took care of its end of the 
present structure as well as did the 
City of Quincy there would be no 
necessity for a new bridge. 

The hearing was on a _ resolve 
passed by the last Legislature call- 
ing upon the Metropolitan Park Com- 
missioners to investigate the advis- 
ability of such a bridge, and report 
to the next General Court as to the 
cost etc, 

The city was represented at the 
hearing by Mayor Shea, City Solicitor 
McAnarney, Herbert T. Whitman and 
Walter S. Pinkham of the Citizens’ 
Association, and Ernest W. Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

Representative Mildram, who intro- 
duced the resolve in the Legislature, 
explained that he had asked for the 
investigation because it was thought 
necessary to build the bridge in con- 
nection with the boulevards. 

Representative Burr of Dorchester 
said the present bridge had been re- 
built about three time in the last 100 
years. It must soon be rebuilt again, 
and though the City of Quincy has 
opposed, the Federal government 
might step in at any time and order 
the draw rebuilt to fifty feet. 

The questions are the necessity of 
rebuilding, the public demand for the 
bridge, the physical construction of 
the bridge, whether it should be for a 
few years or the next hundred years, 
and who should bear the cost. In re- 
ply to questions, Mr. Burr said that 
the bridge had been declared danger- 
ous, but he would not say about that. 
Mr. Curtis asked whether the bridge 
should be in the same location or not. 
Mr. Burr “Javored the present site, 
and favored car tracks on it, for 
which the companies should pay 
something for maintenance and con- 
struction. 

Representative Mildram said he had 
originally drawn a bill like the West 
Boston Bridge Act, but the question 
of law was raised. Then the city law 
department drew this resolve, feeling 
that some expert advice was needed. 
He corrected Mr, Burr, saying that 
the draw is only thirty-nine feet wide, 
and the new railroad bridge there 
has a fifty-foot draw. 

Mr. Las Casas said that he had 
been informed that the City of Bos- 
ton had approved the bill for a 
bridge but not additional boulevards. 
Mr. Mildram confirmed this view. 
Chairman Las Casas said it might be 
best to separate the bridge and 
boulevard questions. 

Mr. McAnarney said the city of 
Quincy officially opposed the building 
of a bridge. Quincy lies south of the 
Neponset. The city has yet to hear 
of a single complaint from any con- 
cern sending its freight over this 
bridge against the present bridge. 
Quincy maintains about 600 feet of 
the bridge and Boston only 130 feet, 
and while Quincy has rebuilt its part 
within nineteen years, Boston has not 


WATER CONSUMPTION, 


That the month of June was hot 
and dry is shown by the figures of the 
Metropolitan Water Board for the 
month of June. The consumption in 
June this year in the district was 
134,291,500 gallons per day, which 
was 13,088,900 gallons per day more 
than in June 1907. 

The increase in Quincy was from 
3,140,600 gallons per day to 3,485,100. 

Of the total increase of 13,088,900 
in the district the bulk. was in Boston, 
10,047,900 gallons per day. 

The per capita increase in the dis- 
trict was from 130 in June, 1907, to 
141 in June 1908, or 11 more than a 
year ago. 

In Boston every person used 13 
gallons more, an increase from 152 
to 165. 

In Quincy the increase per capita 
was but 8 gallons per day, the same 
as Everett and Medford, while Nahant 
increased 41 per capita; Swampscott, 
36; Lexington and Arlington, 27 
each; Belmont, 20, Winthrop, 14; 
Revere 13; Stoneham, 10; Somerville, 
7; Malden, 6; Watertown, 5; and 
Milton, 4. In Chelsea there was a 
decrease of 8 gallons per capita, and 
in Melrose 10 gallons. 

The places using more gallons per 
capita than Quincy were Boston, Win- 
throp, Arlington, and Medford. 

The total consumption per day in 
June, 1907, and June, 1908, is shown 
in the summary below, nearly 80 per 
cent being in Boston alone:

Mayor Shea said the draw was only 
twenty-three feet wide, and this was 
maintained by Boston in its 130 feet 
of the bridge. If Boston would widen 
its part of the bridge and extend the 
draw, the bridge would be good for 
years to come. He was familiar with 
teaming ‘business and said the granite 
teams had no complaint to make, if 
the bridge were only widened on the 
Boston end. 

Commissioner Curtis asked why 
the city of Boston was not repre- 
sented here by the city law depart- 
ment or the mayor, as both had been 
notified. Alderman Clark, as acting 
mayor, said that he had received no 
notice, and he could not speak for 
the city or the mayor. He felt sure 
the mayor was not opposed to the 
bill, and appearing personally as a 
citizen he favored it. 

Mr. Whitman and Mr. Pinkham al- 
so spoke against the proposition, as 
they did not deem it necessary to 
build a new bridge. 

J. P. Riley of the Neponset Im- 
provement Society said the bridge 
at the Boston end was too narrow 
and the draw was also narrow. Bos- 
ton did not feel that it should lay 
out any money to widen its end or 
the draw, and for this reason it 
would be better to build a new 
bridge. 

When chairman Las Casas asked 
those present who were in favor to 
rise, all the Boston men arose, and 
upon the call for those in opposition 
those from Quincy and one other 
arose.

ADAMS MEMORIAL, 


Writing to the Boston Transcript, 
Edwin D. Mead says: 


A new movement has recently been 
started to secure the erection in Bos- 
ton of some fitting and adequate me- 
morial of John Adams. At the hear- 
ing before the Legislature a few 
weeks ago, a statue in the State 
House was talked of. That would 
certainly be most appropriate, in re- 
membrance especially of John Ad- 
ams’s conspicuous service in connec- 
tion with the Constitution of Mass- 
achusetts. But it is not enough. That 
here in Boston, where the visitor 
from Oklahoma or Oregon finds in 
prominent places statues of General 
Glover and Colonel Cass, there should 
be no public monument to John 
Adams or John Q. Adams, the two great 
Massachusetts presidents, of the 
United States, is an extraordinary 
thing—or would be if it were not 
quite in line with ordinary usage as 
concerns our statues and monuments. 
That, with this amazing and dishon- 
orable neglect, we should witness as 
we did a little while ago, in the Com- 
monwealth and city of these illus- 
trious men, an agitation to give our 
new bridge to Cambridge the name 
of McKinley Bridge, with a memorial 
arch in honor of William McKinley— 
Think of him for a moment beside old 
John Adams—at one end of it, is 
another of the mysteries. Be all this 
as it may, the present tardy effort to 
honor John Adams by a_ statue or 
monument in Boston is grateful; and 
if proper thought is given to it, some- 
thing worthy should result. I should 
like in this connection to call atten- 
tion to the following suggestive and 
impressive passage from Robert C. 
Winthrop’s Fourth of July oration in 
Boston in our centennial year, 1876. 
The passage follows a reference to 
the memorable services of Adams and 
Jefferson together in connection with 
the Declaration of Independence and 
to the striking coincidence of their 
death on the same day, July 4, 1826, 
the fiftieth anniversary of the Dec- 
laration. 

“In the interesting little city of 
Weimar, renowned as the resort and 
residence of more than one of the 
greatest philosophers and poets of 
Germany, many a traveller must have 
seen and admired the charming 
statues of Goethe and Schiller, stand- 
ing side by side and hand in hand, 
on the single pedestal, and offering as 
it were, the laurel wreath of literary 
priority or preeminence to each other. 
Few nobler works of art, in concep- 
tion or execution, can be found on 
the continent of Europe. And what 
could be of worthier or juster com- 
memoration of the marvellous coin- 
cidence of which I have just spoken, 
and of the men who were the sub- 
jects of it, and of the Declaration 
with which, alike in their lives and 
in their deaths, they are so peculiar- 
ly and so signally associated, than 
just such a moment, with the 
Statues of Adams and Jefferson, side 
by side and hand in hand, upon the 
same base, pressing upon each other, 
in mutual acknowledgment and defer- 
ence, the victor palm of a triumph for 
which they must ever be held in com- 
mon and equal honor! It would be 
a new tie between Massachusetts and 
Virginia. It would be a new bond 
of that Union which is the safety 
and the glory of both. It would be 
a new pledge of that restored good 
will between the North and South 
which is the herald and harbinger 
of a second century of national in- 
dependence. It would be a fit recog- 
nition of the great hand of God in 
our history! 

“At all events it is one of the cry- 
ing omissions and neglects which 
reproach us all this day that ‘glori- 
ous old John Adams is without any 
proportionate public monument in 
the State of which he was one of 
the very grandest citizens and sons, 
and in whose behalf he rendered such 
inestimable services to his country. 
It is almost ludicrous to leok around 
and see who has been commemorated, 
and he neglected! He might be seen 
standing alone, as he knew so well 
how to stand alone in life. He might 
be seen grouped with his illustrious 
son, only second to himself in 
claims on the omitted posthumous 
honors of his native state. Or, if the 
claim of noble women to such com- 
memorations were ever to be recog- 
nized on our soil he might be loving- 
ly grouped with that incomparable 
wife, from whom he was so often 
separated by public duties and per- 
sonal dangers, and whose familiar 
correspondence with him, and his 
with her, furnishes a_ picture of 
fidelity and affection, and of patriotic 
zeal and courage and self-sacrifice, 
almost without a parallel 
Revolutionary annals, 

“But before all other statues, let 
us have those of Adams and Jefferson 
on a single block, as they stood to- 
gether just a hundred years ago to- 
day—as they were translated  to- 
gether just fifty years ago today— 
foremost for independence in their 
lives, and in their deaths not divided! 
Next, certainly to the completion of 
the National Monument to Washing- 
ton at the capital, this double statue 
of this ‘double star’ of’ the Declaration 
calls for the contributions of a pa- 
triotic people. It would have some- 
thing of special appropriateness as 
the first gift to that Boston park 
which is to date from his centennial 
period.”

The parishioners of St. Mary's

The parish to 
which Fr. Roche has been assigned is 
a much larger than St. Mary’s and 
the transfer is in the line of a pro- 
motion.

Fr, Roche came to Quincy as curate 
at St. John’s church, immediately after 
One of his first acts 
was to organize the young men of the 
parish under the name of the St. 
John’s T. A. S. He labored in Quin- 
cy for a number of years. 

He then received an appointment 
as pastor of the church at Hingham. 
He remained there until after the 
death of Rev. F. A. Friguglietti, when 
the parish of St. John’s was divided. 
This division made St. Mary’s a par- 
ish by itself, and Rey. Fr. Roche 
assigned as its pastor. 

He immediately saw that the church 
home at West Quincy was not in keep- 
ing with the growing parish, and he 
immediately began active work to- 
ward the erection of a new church. 

His parish worked with him, and it 
was not long before work was com- 
menced. Fr. Roche did not believe in 
going ahead too fast, and for this 
reason the basement only was built.

The parting words came at the 8.45 
mass, and it was a particularly sad 
one, as the news that he was to leave 
had come as a shock to the members 
of the parish. 

After the reading of the gospel Rev. 
Fr. Roche made the usual announce- 
ments for the week and then started 
to say goodbye. After referring to 
his appointment to his new pastorate 
in Watertown Rey. F: said he 
was leaving St. Mary’s parish in good 
condition, He said he had always 
tried to do his duty as he saw it, and 
in doing this always had before him 
the words of Christ: “Go forth and 
teach.” 

Rey. Fr. Roche said that if at any 
time he had, by word or act, offended 
anybody he asked forgiveness, as he 
freely gave to those who might have 
offended him.

Robert Fulton’s second steamboat, 
which he called the Claremont, after 
his friend Livingstone’s home on the 
Hudson, was 130 feet long and 
eighteen feet wide, with a mast and 
sail, and on each side a wheel fifteen 
feet in diameter, fully exposed to 
view. The initial trip of this won- 
drous boat, at it was then looked 
upon, was 150 miles from New York 
to Albany, and was made in thirty- 
two hours. The Claremont was the 
first steamboat of practical use ever 
invented. This was Fulton's last 
work of great public interest, as he 
died in 1815, having rendered an un- 
told service to the industrial welfare 
of his country and the world.

WHY DREAD THE FLY? 


A physician recently made an exam- 
ination of the “specks of files that 
were seen gathering about a cuspidor 
used by a tubercular patient, and 
found them to be full of tubercle 
bacilli. As a consequence of the 
presence of the fly, the bacilli of this 
dread disease are carried everywhere. 

Imprisoned flies fed on tubercular 
sputum died in two or three days, 
while those fed on milk lived from 
eight to ten days. When the “speck” 
or feces of these flies were rubbed up 
with sterile water and injected into 
guinea pigs, the pigs developed 
genuine cases of consumption. 

The suppression of the housefly is 
a most important means of restricting 
tuberculosis and other deadly dis- 
eases.

RULES DISPLEASE YACHTMEN. 


The Metropolitan Park Commission 
in forbidding the transportation of 
small boats (under 25 feet overall) 
on wheels across the Wollaston 
Beach Parkway, at the foot of Vas- 
sal street, opposite the Squantum 
Yacht club, has stirred up quite a 
little feeling among the members of 
the Wollaston and Squantum Yacht 
clubs and others who are interested 
in aquatic sports. 

For a good many years it has been 
the custom of a few members of 
those two clubs when the season end- 
ed to mount their boats, which 
would usually average about 22 feet 
overall, on low four wheel trucks, at- 
tach a horse thereto and drive them 
to their respective homes. 

Usually the boats were small 
enough to easily house in the cellar 
or some adjacent shed. During the 
long winter evenings the owner 
would put in his spare time on his 
favorite hobby in giving it a thorough 
overhauling and when spring came 
would drive it down 
and launch it. 

This has afforded a quiet pleasure 
for generations to the people of the 
north part of the city. But now the 
Metropolitan Park Commission after 
spending thousands of dollars on a 
parkway apparently solely for auto 
mobiles and other pleasure vehicles, 
peremptorily refuse the lowly small 
boat (which seldom weighs over 1000 
pounds) permission to be pushed 
across the 24 foot roadway at the 
foot of Vassal street, so that its own- 
er can reach the beach. But the great 
touring car, weighing many times as 
inuch as the boat, and destroying the 
parkway as it passes along, is al- 
lowed the freedom of this roadway. 
And now both clubs are asking what 
justice there is in the Commission's 
paradoxical attitude. 

A few days ago a member of the 
Wollaston Yacht club brought an 
eleven foot tender in a wheelbarrow 
down Beach street and landed it 
across the parkway on the beach. 
He had no more than done so when 
a Park policeman warned him that 
he was liable to arrest if the offence 
was repeated. 

The Commissioners have been re- 
peatedly asked to take up a short 
section of the curbing at the foot of 
Vassal street, near the Squantum 
Yacht club pier, so that the small 
boats can be launched there without 
any fear of the curbing, but even

THRILLING CAMP EXPERIENCE, 


Saturday morniuz, July 25th A. J. 
M. Cowe, Jr., of Quincy, who recently 
started on a camping trip among the 
White Mountains left camp situated 
at the base of Mt. Tremont, near 
Livermore, New Hampshire, in com- 
pany with his cousins, Mr. W. R. 
Flint of New Haven and Miss Alice 
Bandeen of East Jaffrey, New Hamp- 
shire, on a fishing trip down the Rob 
brook, supposing that they would re- 
turn to camp about noon. 

Owing to the fact that the brook 
has many branches they unfortunate- 
ly followed one of the branches en- 
tirely ignorant of the fact, thus going 
off their course many miles. 

About one o'clock a terrific rain- 
storm come on, thinking that they 
were headed toward camp which lay 
to the north of the river and proceed- 
ing with that idea they finally came 
to a ravine unknown to them. 

Being completely baffled and night 
fast approaching with a fierce moun- 
tain storm growing worse every 
minute, Mr. Cowe climbed to the top 
of a tree about fifty feet in height, to 
get his bearings, but was unable to 
do so as the clouds were lowering 
rapidly until the party were enveloped 
in them; thus shutting off their view 
of the surrounding country and of 
course the position of camp. 

The only thing to do was to camp 
out all night, but it seemed entirely 
out of question, as the party were 
wet to the skin and the few matches 
they had carried were 
water soaked. 

Their only hope was to follow the 
negrest brook to its destination which 
they did, coming to on old abandoned 
lumber railroad. 

As it was pitch dark and 
and almost exhausted from 
food and the strenuosity 
they tried to 
refuge along the railroad; 
mountain railroads it had 
trestles ranging from twenty to fifty 
feet in height over rivers and ravines 
and which had to be crossed on hands 
and knees, but as it was pitch dark 
their was finally interrupted 
by a trestle about fifty yards long and 
forty feet in height the timbers be- 
ing rotten and displaced which meant 
one chance in a hundred of arriving 
on the other end alive.

BOILING WATER ON TREES. 


City Forester Christopher Clarke of 
Northampton, has recently published 
an article on the treatment the 
elm leaf beetle, which will be of in- 
terest to Quincy people, 
of the large number of elm trees h 
and the prevalence of this 


of 


on account 


serious 


menace to the shade trees. He says: 
“As he slugs and pupae of half- 
formed elm leaf beetles are now 


coming down to the ground on the 
trunks of the trees they should be 
destroyed by simply spraying them 
with boiling hot water, which kills 
instantly and does not soil or injure 
the trees in the least degree. This 
be done by an ordinary garden 
watering pot, and costs next 
nothing to apply. 

“Every family can attend to th- 
trees on private estates, and the fores- 
ters or tree wardens those on streets 
and parks, using barrels to convey 
the water through the streets, havins 
a central point for heating it where 
it cannot be obtained at the houses. 
The towns that have adopted this 
method not only protect the trees, but 
do it at the very least possible cost. 

Should Not Serape the Bark, 

“Where absent from 
their homes, provision should be made 
by the foresters and tree wardens to 
correspond with them and arrange to 
have this private work done at the 
owner’s expense before it is too late. 
No scraping off of solid bark should 
be done, as it removes the tree’s win- 
ter protection and is positively of no 
use whatever as the beetles fly, the 
worms crawl and the pupa or yellow 
half-formed beetles seem to have a 
sort of snail power to also get down 
to the ground in enormous numbers, 
and if not scalded to death are soon 
complete beetles, which live through- 
out the winter. 

“The next spring they fly to the 
trees, feed upon the new foliage and 
deposit their eggs on the under side 
of the leaves. The eggs soon hatch 
out and the slugs feed upon the leaves, 
the beetles dying soon after deposit- 
ing their eggs.

The spraying of trees 
with arsenate of lead should, there- 
fore, be done in the month of May, 
using a gasoline engine of 1 1-2 or 2 
1-2 horse power, placed on a truck 
that carries the whole spraying out- 
fit. The standard and best possible 
material for spraying is the arsenate 
of lead (Massachusetts state formula,) 
five pounds to 50 gallons of water, 
which is harmless to the most deli- 
cate foliage. 
Prevents Waste of Money. 

“One of the most important points 
I wish to emphasize in this paper is 
to prevent the absurd and positively 
useless expenditure of money when 
using a formula for killing the slugs 


or yellow’ immature beetles with a 
mixture of kerosene and _ carbolic 
acid, an unclean, dangerous and 


grass-destroying mixture in the place 
of boiling hot water, which is perfect- 
ly clean, safe and more effective and 
which everybody can use or apply 
without cost, daily, while needed. 

“The person or persons who use or 
recommend this kerosene and Car- 
bolic mixture should be properly ad- 
vised as soon as they possibly can be 
reached as it is putting cities, towns 
and private citizens to an excessive 
cost and the handling of a somewhat 
dangerous mixture with no gain 
whatever in he work or destroying the 
beetles over boiling hot water. It is 
a positive loss of time, so valuable 
for immediate work. 

“As the oldest and most experi- 
enced forester in this state and about 
the first in using the spraying engine 
and hot water in destroying the elm 
leaf beetles [I have learned about this 
matter from actual work, on both 
fruit and elm trees, and write this 
article to prevent if possible the waste 
of good money in extravagant, useless 
and unintelligent methods, which I 
positively know are unworthy to be 
adopted.”

50,000 SHOTS A MINUTE, 


The science of war will be 
lutionized and standing armies vast- 
ly reduced if a rapid-firing gun in- 


vented by William Paten of 270 West 


reyo- 


136th street, New York, can dupli- 
cate In the field the work of a 1lu- 
inch model which Mr. Patten has 


built and is demonstrating. 

The gun is noiseless, and is fired 
without powder. Mr. Patten asserts 
that the gun can discharge bullets 
faster than they can be loaded into 
its magazine, and that the loading 
speed is therefore practically the on- 
ly limit to the number of shots that 
can be fired. He maintains that 50,- 
000 shots a minute can be discharged 
from this new weapon, and adds that 


he'll demonstrate this when he gets 
a full-sized one in commission. 

The gun is fired by centrifugal 
force. All there isto itis a big 
wheel with a crank for revolving it. 
In the 10-inch model this can be 
turned by hand. A motor of 50 
horse power would be required to 
turn the six-foot model Mr. Patten 


hopes to build. 

The bullets—not shells such as are 
used in other guns, but simply balls 
of lead or steel—are poured into the 
gun. The operator revolves the wheel 
and the bullets begin to pour out in 
a steady stream. They fly so fast 
that they have the appearance of 
one long leaden ribbon, and if the 
gun were revolved on its base the 
stream of lead would sweep around 
in an are which would mow down 
anything in front of it. 

The inventor of the new gun got 
his idea from seeing a fiywheel 
burst.

“Two factors are just now working 
against Jenney in the contest for the 
nomination. The first is an anti-third- 
term sentiment in the district. Jen- 
ney has had two terms in the Senate. 
He frankly says that he would like to 
round out his career there by wield- 
ing the gavel, and that, were it not 
for that ambition he would not run 
again. If Jenney could convince the 
voters of his district that he had a 
good chance to win the presidency, 
they would probably subordinate their 
antipathy to third terms to their de- 
sire to see the district thus honored. 
But they say that thus far he has been 
unable to convince them that he can 
win. 

“The second factor that militates 
against Jenney in the ante-convention 
contest, and which could probably 
continue to do so in the subsequent 
battle for the presidency, is the op- 
position of the street railway com- 
panies, or at least of a part of them. 

“That opposition is due to Jenney’s 
advocacy of a bill to allow damages 
to abutters along the line of interur- 
ban or electric railroads. The first 
Norfolk district, which Jenney repre- 
sents, imcludes Braintree, Canton, 
Holbrook, Hyde Park, Milton, Quincy, 
Randolph and Weymouth. This bill 
was in the interests of those con- 
stituencies, but his persistency in ad- 
vocating it has turned some of the 
street railway companies against him. 


“The nominating convention will be 
entitled to 42 delegates, with 22 nec- 
essary for a choice, as follows: 
Braintree, 4; Canton, 3; Holbrook, 2; 
Hyde Park, 6; Milton, 4; Quincy, 15; 
Randolph, 2; Weymouth, 6. Total, 42. 


Quincy, with her fifteen delegates, 
is the crux of the situation. She has 
an exceptionally good candidate in 
the person of Eugene C. Hultman, 
who very ably represented the fifth 
Norfolk district in the House in 1906, 
1907 and 1908, and has held the chair- 
manship of water supply as well as 
places on other important committees. 

“Former Representative Richard 
Freeman says he jis a candidate, 
to the annoyance of Hultman's friends 


| and even to that of some of Freeman’s 


former friends. Freeman’s record in 
was good. He has been 
president of the Quincy Ward and 
City Committee, and chairman of the 
Ward 5 committee. He was deposed 
from the latter place because it was 
believed by some that, while person- 
ally he was all right, he was too much 
under the domination of the machine, 
the machine meaning former Mayor 
Bryant. 

“Hultman’s friends claim that when 
Freeman wanted to run for the Senate 
after his two years in the House, 
jiultman supported him and _practi- 
cally allowed him to name the dele- 
sates in his, Hultman’s ward. They 
say that Freeman should now return 
the compliment. There are hints that 
Freeman is being kept in the fight 
by Bryant, in pursuance of a “deal” 
whereby Freeman is to throw votes 
to Jemney now, and Jenney to Free- 
man next time, Of course, if this 
could be successfully done, it would 
help Jenney. 

But it is very doubtful if it can 
Freeman's own ward committee 
has not indorsed him, It is declared 
that a majority of its nine members 
ure for Hultman, and that the same 
is true of a majority of the Republi- 
cans throughout the city, It is  be- 
lieved that Freeman will retire and 
that Quincy will unite on Hultman.

94TH BIRTHDAY, 


The $4th birthday of Mrs. Emily 
P. Collins was quietly observed Tues- 
day at the home of her granddaugh- 
| ter, Mrs. Florence Peltier Pope of 
Newbury avenue, Atlantic. 

Mrs. Collins, aside from her splen- 
did attainments of a whole comple- 
ment of years, is a remarkable wo- 
man in every way. She is a real 
Daughter of the Revolution, as her 
father enlisted from Connecticut as 
a drummer boy in Capt. Mill’s com- 
pany, of Col. Webb's regiment. His 
service during these years is given 
in his pension papers. James Parn- 
ley was fifty-seven years old when 
Mrs. Collins was born, and _ being 
the youngest of six children was, of 
course, the pet. She grew up in the 
midst of books and histories and 
from early childhood was a lover of 
vital things. 

In 1835, she married Charles Pel- 
tier, a merchant and they made their 
home in Detroit. On July 4, 1841, 
left a widow by Mr. Peltier, she 
was married to Simri Collins. 

During the Civil war Mrs. Collins 
was a nurse in Virginia, her two 
sons, one a surgeon and the other a 
lawyer, accompanying her. She 
Served as a volunteer nurse through 
the campaign of 1864 at the front in 
the Shenandoah Valley. 

Mrs. Collins, after the death of her 
second husband, devoted her time to 
great movements for better things. 
She was the first woman in the world 
to start the woman’s suffrage ques- 
tion and the first woman to ask any 
body of men for the privilege of vot- 
ing. It was through her aid that 
Seats were put in large stores for 
the salesgirls. For many years, 
even before the general anti-slavery 
agitation, she was an ardent abo- 
litionist, and has been familiar with 
political questions throughout her 
whole life. 

She is a member of the Massachu- 
setts Referendum League and of the 
Woman's Relief Corps. Her writ- 
ings for the press, under the pen- 
name of “Justitia,” were always in 
support of human rights, 

At the age of 80, while visiting in 
Hartford one season she became 
temporary editor of one of the local 
papers owing to the illness of the 
present editor, and carried on the 
paper for several months, making it 
bright and clever as was everything 
that came from her pen. As a speak- 
er she ranks among the most bril- 
liant, 

For many years Mrs. Collins has 
been an honorary guest at the birth- 
day observances of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, and among her friends were 
Elizabeth Stanton and Susan B, An- 
thony. 

Mrs. Collins at 94 years of age is 
keen of wit and can recite poems 
and essays quite as glibly as when 
she was younger. Her facilities are 
keen, and she is a joy to hef entire 
household. 

In Atlantic, those who have had 
the pleasure of meeting this rare 
personality unite in one accord and 
wish her many, many more full hap- 
py years of life. 


QUINCY MAN A CANDIDATE, 


Quincy may have a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Coun- 
cillor. According to the Globe, Arthur 
P. Russell of Quincy has announced 
his candidacy for the republican nomi- 
nation for the governor's council in 
the 2d district. The present incum- 
bent is Hon. Albion F. Bemis of 
Brookline who is rounding out his 
second term as one of the governor's 
constitutional advisers, 

While Mr. Bemis has not shown any 
disposition to retire in favor of Mr. 
Russell or any other candidate, the 
friends of the Quincy man say that 
they look for such action on the part 
of the present councillor at an early 
date. 

Until within a few years Mr. 
Russell was a resident of the Dor- 
chester district. He represented ward 
16 in the lower branch of the legis- 
lature and was prominent in republi- 
can politics until he removed to 
Quincy. He is now connected with 
the law department of the N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R. R., and is one of the 
most popular of the legal fraternity 
who visit Beacon Hill during the leg- 
islative session. 

Mr. Russell is now on a tour of 
the district and reports that the 
nomination looks easy. Col Sidney 
O. Bigney is said to have offered his 
support, providing Russell will agree 
after one year to withdraw in favor 
of Col. J. Stearns Cushing of Norwood, 
whom the Attleboro man and a few 
others have decided is entitled to a 
little consideration at the hands of 
the republican party of the district.

LUCE’S CANDIDACY. 


The politicians who are astonished 
at the remarkable campaign being 
made by Robert Luce for the Republi- 
can nomination for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, evidently do not know that he 
learned the rudiments of politics in 
as good a school as the country 
affords. When a boy his next-door 
neighbor was William P. Frye, for 
many years United States Senator 
from Maine, and his youthful com- 
panions were the sons of Governor 
Dingley, who was later Congressman 
and author of the famous Dingley 
tariff law. 

Mr. Luce’s earliest recollections are 
of spirited Maine campaigns in which 
his father took an active part; of 
rallies, flag-raisings, and journeys 
through the country with his father, 
bent on organizing the voters.

NEW TURPEDO GUN. 


The new torpedo gun, known as the 
Davis torpedo gun because it was in- 
vented by Lieut Commander Cleland 
Davis of the Electric Boat Company 
of this city, was given an official 
test Wednesday at Sheep island. Many 
weeks ago the island was leased by 
the company for experimental pur- 
poses, and one of the big gas tanks 
injured at the Chelsea fire was bou |** 
by the company to be used as a tar- 
get for this new type of torpedo. 

If the new torpedo gun, which bears 
the name of Mr. Davis, the inventor, 
fulfils the expectations claimed for it, 
it will not only make the torpedo a 
lore formidable weapon of attack 
than it now is, but it will also set at 
naught all the expensive and hither- 
to successful torpedo nets with which 
foreign battleships are now equipped. 

It was only two weeks ago that ex- 
tensive tests of new torpedo nets were 
held at Newport by U. S. naval 
Officials, and the success with which 
these nets stopped all torpedoes, fired 
at targets made to represent ships, 
ied the officials to believe that the 
danger from torpedo attacks had been 
minimized. Right on the heels of this 
test comes the news that Mr. Davis 
will try out his torpedo gun _ before 
government officials, and if the re- 
sults come up to the claims made for 
the new torpedo, then goodby torpedo 


nets and possibly goodby ships pro- 
tected by them! 

The inventor of this new torpedo 
gun is Cleland Davis, formerly an 


officer of the U. S. navy, and one of 
the best informed men in the world 
on torpedoes. As an officer of the 
navy he had a brilliant record and 
was publicly commended by Admiral 
Dewey for bravery in battle in the 
Luzon campaign on March 25, 27 and 
29, and April 4, 1899, when he acted 
in conjunction with Gen. MacArthur. 
At that time he was attached to cae 
gunboat Helena and he volunteered to 
take an automatic gun ashore and 
assist the land forces. 

In January of this year Mr. Davis, 
who was then a lieutenant command- 
er in the naval service, patented a 
process for hardening armor plate. 
It is said it will supersede the Krupp 
and Harveyized processes, for which 
American manufacturers had bee: 
paying large royalties. 

The new torpedo gun which Mr. 
Davis has invented has had several 
private tests that are said to have 
worked most satisfactorily, The de- 
tails have been kept secret, but it is 
known that the torpedo, which is 
built on the lines of the regular ser- 
vice weapon of that type, carries in 
the forward compartment of the tor- 
pedo a rifled cannon, capable of dis- 
charging a six-inch shell containing 
guncotton or other high explosive. 

The present torpedoes carry explo- 
sives in the forward compartment, tae 
end that strikes the object for which 
they are aimed. In order to keep 
these torpedoes from reaching the 
side of a warship and executing their 
deadly work, torpedo nets have been 
devised and are hung outside of ships. 
They are really great squares of 
strong chains which are extended on 
frames from the ships and drop dow. 
on the sides below the armor line. 

Recent experiments have proved 
that ordinary torpedoes can be 
stopped by these nets, and that in- 
stead of the explosive being set cuff 
aguinst the ship's side, it really goes 
off when it strikes the nets and does 
little or no damage. From the ap- 
pearance of the torpedo nets, criss- 
crossed, as they are, they are called 
“Crinoline” in the British navy. 

In the new invention the torpedo ‘s 
said to discharge the rifle inside tae 
warhead tae moment the warhead 
comes in contact with any object. lhe 
rifle fires a shell containing the ex- 
plosive after the torpedo itself has 
come to a stop. Thus it will be see. 
that if a torpedo of this new style 
should be fired at a ship and should 
be stopped by a torpedo net, the im- 
pact against the net would only serve 
to discharge the rifle inside the tor- 
pedo, allowing the small shell to 
benetrate through the chain squares 
and reach the side of the ship. 

Private trials of the new torpedo 
were held at Newport in the spring 
and were said to be highly success- 
ful, The coming trial will be watched 
with great interest by army and navy 
officers. Targets will be erected in 
some unfrequented part of the har- 
bor and these targets will be protect- 
ed with torpedo nets and the tor- 
pedoes will be discharged. It is un- 
derstood that two torpedoes have been 
made for the test. 


WORK IN BLUE HILLS. 


Owing to the small amount of 
money available, the work done re- 
cently in Milton by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission has been almost 
wholly in the nature of mainte- 
nance and routine. A sufficient sum 
for construction was asked for, but, 
as in many other apropriations, it 
was materially reduced in going 
through the Legislature. As in 
other cities and towns, the gypsy 
moth has been the great and ever 
increasing enemy to fight, and a 
force of men was kept busy during 
the winter months, clearing out un- 
derbrush which is the breeding place 
of the moth. In fact, the gypsy 
moth work has required a large force 
of men and more time than any 
other department. 

No new roads have been construc- 
ted since last year, and it is rather 
doubtful if any will be put through 
in the immediate future. Several 
bridle paths have been made, and 
branches of trees which overhung 
and obstructed roads, have been re- 
moved. Gangs of men have been 
kept busy cutting grass along the 
sides of the roads. The roads 
throughout the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion are hard and very free from 
dust, and have invited much pleas- 
ure travel, not only on Sundays, but 
throughout the week. Treating the 
Blue Hills parkway with asphaltum 
has been tried with excellent  re- 
sults.—Milton Record. 


BUNGALOW AT ADAMS SHORE. 


A bungalow, that is a novel- 
ty in its way, is being built at Adams 
shore for Albert G. Ayres. This 
building is 26 by 25 feet. The outer 
walls are of cement, and are in solid 
pieces. The mould of the wall was 
first built of wood and into this 
cement is being poured. It is a very 
slow job but will be an unusually 
solid indestructable building when 
completed. It will be piped for gas 
and the estimated cost is $2,500.

ISAAC GARDNER WILBUR, 


Isaac Gardner Wilbur, one of the 
oldest residents of Wollaston, died on 
Saturday the 8th inst. at his home, 
83 North Central avenue, after a long 
illness, during which he was a great 
sufferer. 

He was the son of the late Gideon 
and Susannah (Gardner) Wilbur, and 
was born March 14, 1830, at Hopkin- 
ton, R. 1.

There is nothing better for poultry 
during hot weather than charcoal. 

Keep up the fresh water supply; 
warm water is nauseating to the 
stock. 

Add linseed meal to the soft feed 
and place some rusty iron in the 
drinking vessels. 

Queer that some folks never think 
of providing shade for their hens in 
hot weather. 

Save some of the best young hens 
for breeding purposes. Eggs from 
thrifty two-year-old hens are pretty 
sure to hatch. 

Poultry manure is worth not less 
than $12 a ton. But jf you store it 
where it will get wet, it will not be 
worth much of anything. 

You might as well throw your hen 
manure into the creek as to mix it 
with ashes or lime. Peat or muck is 
the best to use as an absorbent. 

In feeding fowls it is best to scatter 
all grain well. If this is not done 
the stronger and more pugnacious 
fowls will drive the more timid and 
weaker ones away from the feed, and 
the later will not get their full share. 

Give the hens a liberal amount of 
food and care from now on until 
they have gone through the exhaus- 
tive process of growing new feath- 
ers. They surely deserve the very 
best of care instead of the neglect 
which is often their portion—August 
Farm Journal,

Quincy Point to prevent 
Colony Sreet Railway from continu- 
ing to dump the ashes from its Quin- 
cy Point power house on the Town 
River flats, nearby, until an appeal 
from a decision of the land court 
shows the real title to the flats. 

Mrs. Thomas, says the Transcript, 
claims to own the flats, while Mr. 
Phillips, a submarine diver and con- 
tractor, has a place of business on 
Washington street, and a right of pas- 
sage by water from his premises to 
the river over the flats. The com- 
pany, which claims also to own the 
flats, had applied to the land court 
for the registration of its title to the 
flats, and the land court decided it 
owned them, but subject to Mr. Phil- 
lips’s right of passage. An appeal 
was taken by Mrs. Thomas from the 
land court decision and it is now 
pending. 

The company recently got a license 
from the Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners to drive piles and fill in the 
flats, and began doing so, using the 
ten tons of ashes turned off at its 
plant daily with which to do the 
filling. The plaintiffs claimed that 
the work of filling interfered with 
their rights in the flats and applied 
the injunction to run until the 
case from the land court is heard. 
They claimed the Harbor and Land 
Commissioners could not by license 
justify the company in the work of 
filling in.

KILLED AT HULL. 


Edward F. Barry of Penn street 
was instantly killed Sunday evening 
at the Whitehead station, near Pem- 
berton, Hull. He was in company 
with Michael Coughlin of Boston at 
the time, who was seriously injured. 

The Boston Post says the tragedy 
was witnessed by a crowd of 300 men 
and women returning from a day’s 
outing, and waiting for an accommo- 
dation train, due to follow the ex- 
press four minutes later. 

Barry and Coughlin had been 
standing in the crowd joking  to- 
gether, and when the express came 
into sight, Barry suggested “swing- 
ing” it, and Coughlin immediately 
acquiesced, 

As the train of open electric cars 
passed through the station, running 
about 35 miles an hour, both men 
jumped for it. 

Barry was flung 20 feet and picked 
up dead. His skull was fractured. 
Coughlin fell beside the track sense- 
less. 

Dr. Spooner was summoned, and he 
declared the injuries of Coughlin to 
be fatal. The man’s head was 
crushed, his arm broken, and several 
of his ribs smashed. He died at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital on 
Monday. 

Henry McGrath of McGrath Bros., 
speaks well of Mr. Barry, who has 
been employed by the firm for nearly 
20 years, and cannot understand how 
such an accident should have hap- 
pened, as he was a careful reliable 
man. The body was identified by 
Quincy men who were nearby. He 
leaves a widow, two sons and three 
daughters. A daughter Nellie left 
Sunday for Boothbay, Maine.

Another Quincy man met with a 
serious railroad accident on Monday. 
The Globe reports that, in an effort 
to board an inward bound train on 
the N. Y .

CEMENT SIDEWALKS, 


One of the latest 
vices is a machine that lays and fin- 
ishes cement sidewalks with remark- 
able rapidity. It consists of a travel- 
ing mold and a winch for pulling the 
mold ahead. The concrete for the 
base of the sidewalk is shoveled or 
dumped into the front part of the 
mold, and the finishing mortar is 
shovelled or dumped into the hopper 
at the middle of the mold. This hop- 
per is so designed that it feeds a thin 


labor-saving de- 


layer of mortar on to the concrete 
base as the mold travels forward. 
Thus a complete and perfect side- 


walk is delivered at the rear end of 
the machine. No skilled finishers are 


required. No labor is needed to 
build forms. No men are needed to 
tamp the concrete. In brief, says 


Cement Age, New York, the process 
is simply one of mixing the ingred- 
ients and depositing them into the 
proper part of the traveling mold. 
The mold does the rest. With a 
properly organized gang, the mold 
is kept traveling continuously at the 
rate of two feet per minute. The 
shape of the mold is such that the 
concrete is squeezed both laterally 
and vertically into a dense block, 
which, as above stated, requires no 
ramming. Perhaps the most remark- 
able feature of the mold is the perfect 
finish that it gives to the sidewalk. 
The walk looks as if it tal been hand 
finished with floats.

It is so simple a 
matter to make a staticnary gas-en- 
gine noiseless that the wonder is 
that our authorities have not regu- 
lated this nuisance long ago. It is 
pleasing to note, however, that our 
Board of Heulth is with the othe: 
leading boards throughout the state 
in recognizing that noise is as much 
of a public nuisance as_ defective 
drainage and many other matters 
which have long been under their 
ban. 


The most satisfactory item in the 
Assessors’ figures this week was the 
amount which they deem necessary 
to raise by taxation for water ex- 
penses. In 1906 the Assessors in- 
cluded the whole Metropolitan as- 
sessment of $46,314.16. Last year the 
Assessors were able to deduct water 
receipts which left $21,631.59 to 
raise. But this year the receipts still 
further reduce the assessment, so 
that the revenue from water pays all 
but $9,161.32 of the water expenses.

To pay all but $9,161.32, the water 
receipts this year must amount to 
$118,917.74 
Last year the expenses were $129,- 
016.14, and the receipts $112,546.37, 
which left a balance of $17,469.77, but 
the Assessors raised $21,631.59, over 
$4000 more than was necessary. 


REVERE ROAD FIRE, 


The alarm from Box 122 at 9.48 A. 
M. Friday was for a fire in the house 
at 93 Revere road owned by Mrs. 
Bryant N. Adams and occupied by 
William Smith as a boarding house 
and known as the Turner house. The 
fire startéd among some clothing in 
a large closet off a room occupied by 
Patrick Connelly. The fire made a 
dense smoke, and the woodwork in 
the closet was somewhat burned. The 
burning clothing was thrown out of 
the window, and a chemical stream 
soon had the fire out. Matches in the 
pockets of the clothing was probably 
the cause. The damage to the house 
and contents will not exceed $75. 

The alarm for the fire was rung 
in by James Maxim. Although 
“Genial James” is a veteran fireman, 
having been connected with the de- 
partment of the town and city for 
many years, this was the first time 
that he ever pulled in a fire alarm 
box. He did the job well, and the de- 
partment was quickly on the scene.

VALUATION INCREASED, 


— 


Not only the increase in the tax 
rate, but the increase in valuation of 
Teal estate, is causing the taxpayers 
of the city some concern. They can- 
not believe that the increase of over 
a million dollars in value of real es- 
tate is wholly or largely for new 
construction, and therefore it repre- 
sents an increase either in the value 
of land or the value of old buildings. 
We doubt if there is another city of 
Massachusetts with less than 50,000 
population, unless it be Brookline, 
that can show an increase of $18,858,- 
305 in assessed valuation in twenty 
years. The valuation is over twice 
as large as in 1890, and has increased 
over three-fold since Quincy became 
a city in 1888. In the last five years 
the increase has been $5,579,285. 

Because of this rapid increase in 
assessed valuation, the State and 
county taxes are jumping up, and also 
the Metropolitan assessments, and a 
heavy burden is being placed upon 
the taxpayers. 

In the city of Northampton the in- 
crease in valuation this year is only 
in Haverhill, $936,197; in 
Gloucester, $288,229; in Fitchburg, 
$1,161,849; in Somerville, $1,640,000. 

Only three wards of Boston showed 
a larger increase in valuation than the 
city of Quincy,—Wards 6, 7 and 23. 
The increase in Ward 24 was less 
than $900,000. Five of the Boston 
wards lost in real estate valuation, 
and ten lost in personal property. 


QUINCY POINT BRIDGE. 


Who has jurisdiction of the Wey- 
mouth Fore River bridge, is a ques- 
tion often asked, and very few resi- 
dents apparently know. Some think 
is the Commissioner of Public 
Works of the city of Quincy; others 


say, that it is the County Commission- 


ers of Norfolk County; and a few are 
under the impression that it is a joint 
commission comprised of officials of 
Weymouth and Quincy, but none of 
these are exactly correct. 

The bridge comes under the juris- 


diction of a Board of Commissioners, 


consisting of three persons and is 
made up of the Mayor of Quincy, the 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
of Weymouth, and the Chairman of 


the Board of Selectmen of Hingham. 
The parties of this commission was 


fixed by a degree of the Superior 
Court in November 1906. 


The present bridge was appropri- 
ated for in July 1900 and was built 
under the direction of the County 
Commissioners of Norfolk County. 


There are two draws of aproximate- 


ly 100 feet each, to provide for the 
passing through of vessels. An of- 
ficial of the Fore River Company 


states that only once has the ap- 


proaches or any part of the bridge 
been touched by any vessel under 
their supervision when passing 
through. That one vessel was the 
large sound passenger steamer Prov- 
idence, which went through the draw 
on a very windy day in 1905. It was 
fortunate that no damage was done 
at that time. 

What would happen to the bridge if 
one of the mammoth steel ships 
should strike it, would, be difficult to 
state. There is little doubt but that 
the bridge would be placed out of 
commission for some time. At the 
present time the fender piling is in 


a broken and defective condition which 


places the bridge structure in con- 
siderable jeopardy. If a vessel or 
coal barge should happen to strike 
the fenders, no matter how skilful 
the navigator, the wind and the tide 
might influence the course of the ves- 
sel to such an extent as to do con- 
siderable damage. The present fend- 
ers and dolphins have not been re- 
paired since the bridge was built and 
their repair and renewal demand im- 
mediate attention to properly pro- 
tect the bridge.

T. L. Williams said, that while 
crossing the bay he could not help 
thinking what a splendid opportunity 
we had in Quincy for a water front, 
where wharfs and docking places 
could be built. He spoke of the 
scheme to dam up the bay, but 
thought a better scheme would be to 
build a dam across Town river, 
which would give the city a floating 
dock second to none in the world. He 
believed the city should utilize all 
available water front and build docks 
to lease. Many take a rising tax rate 
as an indication of hard times. He, 
however, believed in high tax rates, 
for there was surely an equivalent 
for our money in improvements. In 
a high tax town we get improvements, 
but do not in a low tax town. He 
had been in Quincy 21 years in busi- 
ness, and he had had the happiest 
time of his life. 


John D. McKay said that he was 
present from a sense of duty as a 
member of the Board of Trade. He 
took it an honor to be called upon 
to address such a body of men, with- 
out any solicitation on his part. If 
you think the tax rate is high you 
can prevent its going higher by at- 
tending the meetings of the City Coun- 
cil and control public expenditures. 
The Board of Trade brings men to- 
gether for the welfare of the city. It 
does not seek to dictate, but to ad- 
vise with those in office. The abuse 
of public men is due to ignorance of 
conditions. If the Board of Trade 
has done nothing else but to bring 
these men together, it has justifieu 
its existence. It was much better 
to set by and do nothing than to 
abuse people. Speaking of law, he 
said he believed that the statement 
that law was falling into contempt 
was erroneous. He urged more re- 
spect for the law, and that questions 
involved be studied. He urged the 
enactment of a law that would apply 
to the needs of the time, so that a 
man accused who was not able to 
employ counsel, should be provided 
with counsel by the state, thus pre- 
venting injustice being done. 


Albert Whitman said that the needs 
of the city of Quincy were many, but 
we need to increase the membership 
in the Board of Trade. The speak- 
ers have not told you of the most im- 
portant thing. That is to have res- 
idences for the workmen. There are 
many employed at the Fore River 
who live out of town who would glad- 
ly live here if they could find houses. 
We want to enlarge our Board of 
Trade, get all good citizens to join 
and to work for homes for those 
here. We should never be satisfied 
until Quincy ranks as one of the 
richest and best cities in the Com- 
monwealth. There were Many ways 
in which the Board of Trade could 
improve existing conditions. 


Alfred Pinel was pleased to note 
the faculty the members of the Quincy 
board had of helping each other. We 
should promote home trade, thus 
building up the city and helping one 
another. He agreed that there was 
need of more houses.

DOWN IN A QUARRY. 


Mrs. Walter C. Jones, wife of 
Lieut. Jones, and Miss Alice Ger- 


trude Jones, daughter of F. L. Jones, 
proved themselves to be unusually 
courageous Monday afternoon, when 
they allowed themselves to be lowered 
in a stone boat a distance of 267 feet 
to the bottom of the quarry of T. 
F. Mannix at West Quincy. 

The two ladies were on a sight 
seeing tour of the quarries, accom- 
panied by Frank Jones. Among the 
quarries visited was that of Mr. Man- 
nix, the deepest in Quincy. They saw 
the men at work in the quarry and 
saw a big block of granite hoisted 
almost from the bowels of the earth. 
Hugh Hunter, superintendent of the 
quarry, jokingly asked them if they 
would not like to be lowered into the 
quarry. They almost took his 
breath away when they replied that 
they would. 

A boat such as is used to hoist out 
grout was swung around and the 
ladies prepared to make the de- 
scent. These boats are about 6 by 
4 feet in size with sides rising one 
foot. The ladies got in and a signal 
was given to the engineer to hoist. 
The boom of the big 75 ton derrick 
swung outward, and for a minute the 
boat with its precious load was sus- 
pended in midair. 

Then came the signal to lower 
away. Slowly, but surely, the boat 
began to drop, and in a few minutes 
they were at the bottom of the quar- 
ry. Leaving the boat they walked 
about the quarry, Mr. Hunter ex- 
plaining the details of getting out 
granite in the rough. 

After seeing all there was of inter- 
est the boat was again boarded and 
they were hoisted to terra firma, The 
ladies said the trip was an enjoyable 
as well as an exhiliarating one. It 
required considerable courage, how- 
ever.

ACCIDENT AT SHIPYARD. 


One man was probably fatally In- 
jured, and two other men seriously 
hurt, in the forge shop at the Fore 
River shipyard Saturday morning. 

The injured men are Edward Car- 
roll, aged about 60 years, whose Iin- 
juries consist of a fracture of the 
skull and a compound fracture of the 
thigh.

O’Heron and Palmer had their in- 
juries dressed at the Fore River hos- 
pital by Dr. Gross and Dr. Middleton.

For some reason the men 
did not have hold of this porter bar 
when the mass was under the ham- 
mer, a fact that was not noticed by 
the operator. When the hammer came 
down it evidently hit the end of this 
bar, and threw it onto the three men.

Committee since the adjournment 
last June was held Tuesday evening.

WAVE OF PROSPERITY. 


The developments of the first seven 
months of the year, says the ad- 
vance copy of the Crop and Business 
Report of the Commercial Bank of 
Chicago, have materially changed the 
outlook, settling many of the uncer- 
tainties and removing most of the ap- 
prehensions. It is apparent now

GOOD CREDIT. 


It may be of interest to some to 
know how Mr. Prescott managed to 
carry on business in hard times like 
1861 without capital or credit. For 
this reason we give the following 
paragraph: 

He was determined from the start 
to keep out of debt if possible, ac- 
cordingly he managed to pay all bills 
very promptly, which soon gave him 
good credit in Boston, and also among 
the citizens at home, 

He would rather go out collecting 
among his delinquent subscribers and 
patrons, than to borrow any money 
needed to make the necessary pur- 
chase. For this reason he had never, 
during his long career, had an occa- 
sion to place a mortgage on the office 
to aid in the business; nor even have 
a note discounted at the bank to 
meet any payment on type, paper, or 
presses which the had purchased. 
When any amount of several hundred 
dollars was needed, he easily found 
some friend ready to lend him what 
he wanted on a note, without a backer, 
at a low rate of interest; and it gives 
us pleasure to say that no one has 
ever lost a cent by so doing.

The services were held at his late 
home, 41 Spear street, and they were 
attended by a large number of news- 
paper men, old time friends and as- 
sociates and city officials, As a re- 
mark of respect to one who had been 
in active business life for the past 
55 years, the flags on City Hall and 
other buildings were placed at half 
mast and business was suspended in 
City Square during the hour of the 
services. 

Rev. Dr. W. S. Perkins of Wake- 
field, a recent pastor of the First 
Universalist church, at which Mr. 
Prescott had been a long attendant, 
officiated, assisted by Rev. Ellery 
Channing Butler, pastor of the First 
church. 

Rev. Mr, Butler read the scripture, 
“IT am the resurrection and the Life” 
and was followed by Rey. Dr. Per- 
kins, who spoke at length on the 
life and character of him who lay so 
silently before him. Dr. Perkins 
spoke of the long business life of Mr. 
Prescott, and of the inestimable 
value he had been to the community 
in the high standard and clean news- 
papers which he as editor hag pub- 
lished. He also spoke of his  con- 
stant attendance at the Universalist 
church, of the interest he had taken 
in the church, and of how much he 
would be missed in its-councils, re- 
ferring to him as qne its most 
loyal and devoted members for many 
years. 

In an adjoining room was the black 
broadcloth covered casket which was 
almost hidden by a wealth of beau- 
tiful floral tributes from business as- 
sociates and friends as well as from 
his immediate family. Among these 
offerings were pieces from Mayor 
William T. Shea, the Massachusetts 
Press Association, the Suburban Press 
Association of New England, the Nor- 
folk County Commissioners, Granite 
City Club, Adams Chapter, D. R., the 
wholesale paper houses of Boston and 
from his employes at the office of the 
Patriot.

FREDERICK W. TIRRELL, 


The sudden death of Frederick W. 
Tirrell Monday noon was a_ severe 
shock to the business men in City 
Square, many of whom had conversed 
with him as late as 11.50. Mr. Tir- 
rell was about City Square all the 
morning, and when he took the 11.50 
car for Houghs Neck he was appar- 
ently enjoying his usual health. 


Arriving at his summer home he 
started to take a bath. Being un- 
usually long in the bath room the 


maid became alarmed, and summoned 
help who broke in the door. They 
found Mr. Tirrell with his head and 
shoulders in the water and his feet 
hanging over the side of the bath tub.

STUBBORN FIRE AT WOLLASTON, 


Ove of the most stubborn fires that 
the department has bad to contend with 
this year was that of Sunday night, 
when the inside of the residence of 
Aaron H. Gould, at 161 Grand View 
avenue, Wollaston, was badly gutted 
above the first floor. 

The alarm for the fire was sounded 
from Box 53 at 10.20, but the Central 
station apparatus was on its way to the 
scene before that time, having been 
summoned on a telephone call. The 
fire probably started from an open fire 
place on the second floor and must 
have been burning some time before it 
was discovered, 

Mr, and Mrs, Gould are out of town 
and the children who were at home 
built a roaring fire in the open fire 
place. A strong odor of burning wood 
was detected as early as 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and asearch was made 
for fire but none was located. 

Earlier in the evening, the odor of 
burning wood becoming stronger, an- 
other search was made, and a little fire 
was discovered. At first the children at 
home thought they bad the fire out, 
but later finding that they had not, a 
telephone call was sent to the fire sta- 
tion for help. 

During all this time the fire bad been 
gaining headway, and when the depart- 
ment arrived the firemen found they 
had a bad tire to contend with. The 
house isa peculiarly constructed one, 
as there are a number of wells behind 
the ceiliogs. These furnished excel- 
lent conducts for the flames, with the 
result that the fire had worked its way 
allaround the back of the walls and 
beneath the floors. 

When the department arrived the 
fire had broken through in a number of 
places, and it looked as though the 
whole house was doomed, 

It wasalong up hill fight for the 
firemen, At times it would seem that 
the fire was all out, but a few minutes 
later it would break through the walls 
in another place, and it was a case of 
hide and seek between the firemen and 
the fire. 

The firemen persevered, however, 
and at last became masters, but not be- 
fore the inside of the house above the 
first floor was badly gutted. No tlames 
reached through to the lower floor, al- 
though the water had knocked the 
plastering oft the ceiling in places. 

Some of the children had already 
retired when the fire broke out, and 
they escaped with little more than 
their night garments. Had it not 
been for the fact that Harold Thom- 
as calling upon the family, 
they would all have been in bed. 

When at last they discovered the 
house to be on fire they quickly 
pulled down the mantle and brought 
into use the lawn hose. Finding 
their efforts unsuccessful, a tele- 
phone call was sent to the fire sta- 
tion for aid. Some of fhe furniture 
was taken out, and a pet dog and cat 
was saved. One cat, however, was 
found drowned in the cellar. 

Mr, and Mrs. Gould were at Jack- 
son, N. H., and they were immedi- 
ately notified by telephone and ar- 
rived home Monday.

EDITORS ENTERTAINED. 


Members of the Suburban Press 
Association of New England, accom- 
panied by ladies, spent several hours 
in Waltham, Monday, guests of the 
Waltham Watch Co., and the C. F. 
Hathaway Co., baker. The party of 
about fifty ladies and gentlemen left 
the North station, Boston at ten 
o'clock, in a special car on the Fitch- 
burg division and left the train at 
Riverview station. In five minutes 
time under the leadership of Editor 
Starbuck of the Waltham Daily Free 
Press—Tribune the visitors were 
across the Charles River and enter- 
ing the mammoth building of the 
Waltham Watch Co. They were met 
by the officials of the company and 
with guides escorted through the 
various departments. 

The original factory was built and 
first occupied in 1854, and in the fifty- 
four years that have passed since 
then its enlargement has been gradu- 
al, but steady and healthy, until now 
it constitutes the largest Watch 
Factory in the World. In 1854 there 
were about ninety people employed 
in the factory, and the product of 
their united labor was five watches 
per day. In 1907 there was an aver- 
age number of 4,297 employed, who 
produced an average of 3,133 watch 
movements per day. The Company 
is planning continued enlargement of 
‘ts facilities, and the near future will 
probably see a factory in which 6,000 
persons are employe. Eight sizes of 
watch movements are now manufac- 
tured, and each size embraces a 
variety of grades. 

There are within a few feet of two 
miles of main shafting employed in 
driving the thousands of machines, 
the aggregate value of which is 
about $2,500,000. These machines 
perform the work of manufacturing 
the (about) 160 pieces which com- 
pose a watch movement, and in the 
making of which 3,746 distinct opera- 
tions are required. 

The Waltham Company maintains 
its own time system, having its own 
observatory, transit instrument and 
standard clock room with two mas- 
ter clocks and a sidereal clock. The 
clock room is constructed with spec- 
jal care to avoid all jarring and at- 
mospheric or thermometric disturb- 
The clocks have been rated 
for a variation of less than three- 
tenths of a second a day. 

Nearly one-half of the employees 
of the company are women. All the 
employes are intelligent, attractive in 
appearance and skilled in their spec- 
ial work receiving better wages than 
are paid in any other watch factory 
in the world. Although there have 
been attempts by outside labor or- 
ganizations to unionize the employes 

far have failed. 

The president of the company 
makes it his duty to see that all the 
employes are satisfied. At twelve 
o'clock there was a sight long to be 
remembered when the army of 
watch makers walked out the drive-

. QUINCY FLEET. 

There is a very remarkable flotilla 
at Newport under the command of 
Lieut. Charles B. Courtney. It con- 
sists of the submarines Octopus, 
Viper, Cuttlefish, Tarantula, all built 
at Quincy and the Plunger. This 
flotilla has been manoeuvering all 
summer at Newport, the Octopus 
going down 107 feet, while the other 
four worked at a distance of 50 feet 
below the surface. 

One of the most prominent men 
in the fleet is Lieut. Joseph F. Daniels, 
who is in command of the Tarantula. 
He has solved perhaps the greatest 
difficulties that submarine officers 
have had to contend with, namely to 
overcome the cloudiness of the peri- 
scope, caused by the salt water. 
Lieut. Daniels has worked for years 
on this problem, and although the 
secret has not been published, those 
on the inside at Washington say 
this discovery has been one of the 
greatest advances in submarine work. 
Lieut. Daniels started in as an ap- 
prentice boy, and worked himself up 
from the ranks to the position he now 
holds. This is an example of what 
can be done by earnest, hard work. 

Possibly the most important an- 
nouncement in regard to submarines 


is the proposed trip of the flotilla 
to the Philippines on their own bot- 


toms. 

The process required to direct the 
course of these sturdy little craft is 
most interesting and is a puzzle prob- 
lem to the layman. 

On going aboard the craft the fortu- 
nate visitor is amazed by the mass of 
machinery crowded into the smail 
lull and the workings of the various 
mechanisms is beyond conception, 
yet after he has made a trip and seen 
the ease with which the boat is con- 
trolled, it is not so complicated after 
all. 

Upon entering the hull by way of a 
hatch abaft the conning tower, and 
when everything is ready for sea, the 
life rail is removed and stowed below 
and the hatch, which is water tight, 
securely bolted. 

The first thing the officer has to 
consider is the amount of weight he 


has on board and to allow for the 
proper amount of water ballast he 
must take on board to secure the 


proper buoyancy. This accomplished, 
places the craft submerged to a level 
with the conning tower, or just out 
of the water. 

While the vessel is awash she 
running under the gasoline engine, 
which is directly connected with th- 
electric generator and propeller 
shaft, and when submerged the pro- 
peller is driven by the electric gen- 
erator. 

One man is stationed at the hori- 
zontal rudder and he has before him 
a guage which indicates the exact 
position of the vessel to the surface 
of the water. He steers the horizon- 
tal rudder according to orders exact- 
ly as the helmsman at the wheel.

SCHOOL BOARD MEETING. 


A special meeting of the Schoo! 
Board was held Monday evening to 
hear charges preferred by the 
Teamsters’ union of Boston against 
the Neponset River coa! company of 
Dorchester which received the con- 
contract for supplying the schools 
with coal. 

There was a large delegation from 
the union present, most of them be- 
ing former employes of the Company. 
They were represented by M. J. Shee- 
han as spokesman, who offered the 
committee a copy of charges which 
the union had filed. The charges 
were signed by five men. 

In substance the . charges were 
that the coal company had sold 
screenings to the city alons with the 
sift coal and that the hind horses 
were placed on the scales when the 
coal was weighed at the yard, and 
that sometimes the foreman of the 
yard stood on the scales at the off 
side of the teams. 

Mr. Sheehan said the janitor of the 
High scnool had pretested to the 
drivers of the wagons against screen- 
ings being delivered with the coal, 
and said if it did not stop he would 
complain to the School Board. He 
asked that the janitor be summoned. 

Stephen J. Craddock, Walter Whit- 
on and Marshal Cheever, former 
drivers for the company, testified they 
delivered coal to the High school 
and that the janitor complained to 
them of the screenings. 

Mr. Sheehan said the examined the 


coal delivered for Lehigh at the 
Adams school and found about one 
quarter Lehigh and three quarters 
Lackawanna in the bins. At the 
Wollaston school he said he found 
more Lehigh than at the Adams 
school. 


One of the men being asked if he 
worked for the company at the pres- 
ent time, Mr. Sheehan replied, say- 
ing all but one had been dismissed 
and intimated they had been dis- 
charged because they joined the 
Teamsters’ union. The man who was 
not discharged, he said, left of his 
own desire. 

Craddock said there was a place in 
the yard there were 25 tons 
of screenings and that soft coal was

Curtis said he was positive he could 
see the platform, and had asked 
several times to shave the cracks 
around the platform cleaned as he 
could not see the platform clearly at 
all times. Later in the evening, 
while Mr. Sheehan was referring to 
the weighing of the coal, he said 
that Mr. Curtis was a sworn weigher 
for the city, but Mr. Curtis said he 
was weigher although 
he had been sent by the School Board 
to weigh the coal for the board. 

Manager Winslow of the company 
said that any coal bought of his 
company by the School Board as 
Lehigh coal and delivered as Lehigh, 
was Lehigh coal to his best knowl- 
As far as the charge of screen- 
ings was concerned, he said, the 
statements made were false and that 
four-fifths of the coal which went to 
the School department came from the 
barges direct through chutes into 
the wagons. He said that the weigher 
was able to see the platform of the 
scales at all tinmws, and he never 
saw coal more accurately or faith- 
fully weighed than by Mr. Curtis. 

Mr. Winslow said the whole trouble 
rose from the fact that his company 
had incurred the enmity of the 
Teamsters’ union, although the com- 
was paying more money than 
the rates demanded by the union. He 
suid the union had been holding this 
thing as a club over the head of the 
company, and was trying to ruin its 
business here and in Dorchester. 

Considerable hot cross talk was 
caused by the statements of some 
witnesses on both sides, and at one 
time Mr. Winslow pointed out one 
man and said he wanted to sell his 
organization a year ago for $100.

Household Receipts. 


Chocolate Taffy. Tlreé pounds of 
white sugar; one cupful of water; 
one-half cupful of cider vinegar; a 
lump of butter the size of a walnut; 
six tablespoonfuls of grated choco- 
late. Put all together in a brass or 
granite kettle. Boil without stirring 
until a little dropped in water is 
crisp. Pour on buttered dishes and 
when cold enough to handle, pull. 
—McCall’s Magazine. 


Crimson Barberry. Sprigs of bar- 
berry picked when just the right 
shade of color and dropped into 
vinegar will make a delightful gar- 
nish for game later on. Still an- 
other way of preserving them, which 
old housekeepers say is even better, 
is to dry the berries, then when 
ready to use turn on scalding hot 
vinegar and let them stand two or 
three hours, when they will have 
swelled out to their original size ard 
still maintain their color. 


Grape Jelly. To every eight pounds 
of fruit take a coffee cupful of water; 
put them into a porcelain-lined ket- 
tle, and boil until quite soft; strain 
through a cloth strainer; measure 
the juice; measure and set aside an 
equal quantity of granulated sugar; 
then boil the juice half an hour; 
add the sugar and let it boil five or 
eight minutes longer. All jellies, to 
be good, must have nearly al the 
boiling done before adding the sugar, 
and fruit that is only partially ripe 
makes the prettiest colored jellies. 


Quince Syrup. Boil together two 
cupfuls of water and five cupfulsof 
granulated sugar for five 
Then add the juice of one sour 
orange and two grated quinces, 
boiling for ten minutes longer. This 
can be kept a long time if bottled 
and sealed and is delicious with hot 
biscuits, waffles or griddle cakes.
